NEWS IN BRIEF.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the senate, on the 16th, house bill ratifying 
the action of the Sixteenth territorial assembly 
of Arizona, involving $60,009 for Arizona's ex- 
hibit'at the World's fair, wag passed. Several 
bills were introduced and referred, and the sen- 
ate proceeded tothe consideration of bills on 
the calendar. The bil] tore:mburse California, 
Oregon and Nevada for moneys expended by 
them in the suppression of tho rebellion was 
taken up. Mr. Stewart, on behalf of Nevada, 
favored the bill, which was then laid aside, and 
on motion of Mr. Hoar the senate went into 
executive session on the nomination of Judge 
Woods....:. In the house a resolution from the 
committee on accounts, providing for fifteen 
additional folders, gave rise to a political dis- 
cussion. It was finally passed, and the house 
went into committee jof the whole on the free- 
woo! bill. 

In the senate, on the 17th, house bill making 
Council Bloffs, Ia., a port of delivery under the 
New Orleans collection district was passed. A 
bill was introduced to establish an electrical 
experiment station to determine whether elec- 
tricity can be profitably applied as a propulsive 
power of farm machinery. After further con- 
sideration of thé Woods case in executive ses- 
sion, the senate took favorable action on the 
pending judicial nominations ..... In the house 
a bill was passed to construct a bridge across 
the Tennessce river at Clifton, Tenn., after 
which the free-wool bill was taken up in com- 
mittee of the whole and its consideration occu- 
pied the entire session. 

In the senate, on the 18th, Mr. Stanford gave 
notice that 6n the 22d he would call attention 
to the death of his colleague, the late Senator 
Hearst. A large number of bills were intro- 
duced, and the bill granting thirty days’ leave 
of absence with pay to the employes of the bu- 
reau of engraving and printing and of the navy 
yards was passed. A bill to amend the law re- 
lating to the introduction of intoxicants into the 
Indian country was called up by Mr. Wilson, 
but on objection of Mr. Voorhees went over. 
The senate then went into executive session. 
aoe In the house a bill was passed to construct 
a bridge across the Osage river at Warsaw, Mo. 

ill for the relief of the Cumberland Female 

lege, at McManville, Tenn., was also passed. 

Tue senate was not in session onthe J9th.... 
In the house a bill was passed amending the 
funding act of Arizona, providing that the in- 
terest shall be paid semi-annually in lawful 
money of the United States. Two or three un- 
important bills were passed and the house pro- 
ceeded to the delivery of eulogies on tho late 
Mr. Plumb, of Kansas. 

In the senate, on the 2ist, a number of bridge 
and public building bills were passed. Pending 
action on a bill to refund to settlers in the vi- 
cinity of a forfeited land-grant railway the ex- 
tra price of $1.25 per acre paid in the expecta- 
tion that a railroad would ba built, the senate 
went into executive session and immediately 
after adjourned...... In the house a resolution 
calling on the secretary of the treasury for a 
list of the employes in the United States of the 
coast and geodetic surveys whose salaries wero 
increased or decreased, and who were dismiss- 
ed during the year 1890,was adopted. The army 
appropriation bill was reported and passed, and 
the house went into committee of the whole on 
the free-wool bill. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

CHANCELLOR VON CAPRIVI offered his 
resignation at the cabinet meeting in 
Berlin, on the 18th, as the result of the 
protracted contest on the educational 
bill, which the chancellor, as Prussian 
premier, has championed:from the first. 
There is no definite information yet as 
to the action of the kaiser. 

QUEEN VICTORIA and Princess Beat- 
rice have gone to IIyeres, in the south 
of France. Her majesty will reside in 
a hotel at the foot of a hill at Notre 
Dame, below Hyeres, at a short dis- 
tance from the town. 

On the 21st it was reported in Berlin 
that Prince Bismarck had been at- 
tacked with a sudden illness. 

CAPT. OSBORNE, it is said, will proba- 
bly be offered a civil post in one of the 
colonies about the same time as the re- 
lease of his wife from prison. The 
captain, it is expected, will resign from 
the army. 

Tne Russian czar has bestowed a gift 
upon Capt. Sargeant of the steamer 
Indiana as a mark of his favor and Rus- 
sia’s gratitude. 

On the 2ist Secretary Foster resumed 
his duties at the treasury department. 
He was almost overwhelmed with call- 
ers. 

SARAH ALTHEA TERRY has been put 
in astraight jacket at the asylum at 
Stockton, Cal., where she is confined, 
on account of her refractory conduct. 
At times she is very violent. She will 
lean against the wall and says that she 
receives spirit messages ordering her to 
do all sorts of strange things. 

Mr. BLAtnE is rapidly improving, and 
is attending at his house to official busi- 
ness. . 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

Tue arrest of Arthur Williams, in 
Australia, for wife murder, led to a 
search of his former residence in Liv- 
erpool, which brought to light the 
bodies of a woman and four children, 
all of whom had been murdered and 
their remains secreted under the fire- 
place. Various indications suggest that 
Williams may have been the original 
“Jack the Ripper.” 

On the 17th Mrs. Shaddinger, of Cin- 
cinnati, died as the result of fright 
caused by the discovery of fire among 
some bales of cotton on the steamer 
Guiding Star, on which she was a pas- 
senger, on the Ohio river, not far from 
Lawrenceburg, Ind. 

On the 17th Schneider, the murderer 
of servant girls, was gibbeted at Vienna. 
He was lifted to a spike in a post, and 
the back of his neck was held close to 
it. Then a cord was passed around his 
neck, fastening it tightly to the spike, 
and he was strangled to death. 

Gov. MaRKHAM of California, on the 
17th, commuted the sentence of Charles 
Freeman from hanging to imprison- 
ment for life. During an argument 
with Mark Feeney, a diminutive cook, 
Freeman carried him to a water bar- 
rel and held his head under water un- 
til he was drowned. Freeman was to 
have been executed on St. Patrick's 


aay. 








On the 18th a three-story house in St. 
Petersburg, on which a large number 
of workmen were employed, collapsed, 
and thirteen of them were killed by 
falling walls. 

On the 18th the first execution in 
Switzerland since 186% tcok place at 
Lucerne, when an Italian named Gatti, 
who murdered Mile. Degan, a teacher, 
was guillotined. 

At Roseburg, Ore., on the 18th, A. 
Hansborough, brother of Senator Hans- 
borough, of North Dakota, was stab- 
bed and killed by NicholasJones. The 
latter gave himself up, and was jailed. 

Jim CALNOUN, an aged pioneer and a 
“‘squaw man,” was jailed at Cheyenne, 
Wyo., on the 18th, from Big Piney, 
Vinta county. Ile was postmaster, and 
for months has been using stamps for 
currency, buying anything and every- 
thing with them. 

On the 18th an explosion of nitro- 
glycerine at Susa, about 37 miles west 
of Turin, Italy, destroyed ten lives. 

Tuk Banque des Chemins de Fern of 
Paris has failed for 25,000,000 francs. 
The director of the bank, M. Dugou- 
reau, committed suicide. 

ON the 21st’ the’ Liverpool police re- 
ceived information which led them to 
recommence digging at Rain Hill villa, 
on the theory that other victims of the 
murderer Williams, alias Deeming, may 
be buried there. 

On the 2ist the Hotel Drechausen at 
Halle, Prussian Saxony, was destroyed 
by fire. Two boys were overlooked in 
the excitement and perished in the 
flames. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

HostiLities between the Argentine 
Republic and Chili are feared. 

Ir is said that several of the mem- 
bers of Balmaceda’s congress who 
have been admitted to bail are in such 
a wretched condition through prison 
abuse that their lives are despaired of. 

THE sertences passed upon the Ker- 
lin rioters of February 25, ranging 
from fifteen months to three years’ im- 
prisonment, are harshly criticised by 
the radicals. It is claimed that the po- 
lice provoked the rioting and that the 
men only asked for work. Money is 
being raised for the destitute families 
of the prisoners. 

Tuer Belgian government is making 
military preparations for May day. In- 
formation, so rumor says, has been re- 
ceived from the Paris police that the 
anarchists design an important dem- 
onstration on that day in Brussels. 

Tun Canadian imister of marine has 
issued a notice to the effect that per- 
sons having claims for compensation 
by reason of expulsion from Behring 
sea under the provisions of the modus 
vivendi during 1891, must lodge them 
at the office of the collector of customs 
at Victoria, LB. C., vefore April §, other- 
wise they will not be considered. 

On the 21st, at a meeting of the hold- 
ers of Standard Oil trust certificates in 
New York, resolutions were adopted 
by over two-thirds majority declaring 
the dissolution of the Standard Oil 
trust.

Tue net gold bullion in the treasury 
during the last ten days has shown a 
slight decrease, being $124,583. The 
customs receipts at New York for the 
last nineteen days of March were $5,571,- 
580, against $7,179,059 for the corres- 
ponding period last year.

Ozark, Mo., March 21. — Reports 

come from Taney county that the old 

Bald Knob feud has again broken out. 

It is claimed by men who know that 

every man in the mob at Forsyth was 

a Bald-Knobber or had been during 

Capt. Nat Kinney’s reign in Taney 

county some years ago, and the same 

old feeling seems to exists in some of 
the people in Taney county at the pres- 
ent time. John Bright opposed the 

Bald Knob organization. James Will- 

iams was also an anti-Bald-Knobber, 

and during the Bald Knob reign in 

Taney and Christian counties in the 

years 1887 and 188s he spoke his princi- 

ples regardless of danger from the 
midnight raiders. The men who first 
came iuto town all had on the regular 

Bald Knob cap that so many people in 

Forsyth have been acquainted with for 

a number of years. 

The coroner’s inquest is still in pro- 
gress at Forsyth under the manage- 
ment of Squire Jones. The sheriff and 
his deputies are busy summoning wit- 
nesses to testify as to what they know 
in regard to the killing of Deputy Sher- 
iff Williams. Some of the men have 
refused to tell only what they saw at 
Forsyth on the night of the killing, 
and have been sentenced to jail until 
they are willing to talk. No one is al- 
lowed in the courtroom except the 
attorneys and the witnesses. Quite 
a mumber of people are angry 
at Squire Jones about his queer 
ruling in court, but the squire says it 
is the only way to get the people to 
+testify; as the witnesses would be 
afraid to let the immense crowd of 
people that is in Forsyth anxious to 
hear the testimony know what they 
would say. No one has been arrested 
yet and very little can be learned in 
regard to what the secret court is do- 
ing on the inside. The men on the 
outside of the court are all well armed. 
Deputy sheriffs and all who come into 
town bring their Winchesters. Just 
when the inquest will close no one can 
tell yet. 








A COOL VILLAIN. 


The Rain Hill Uxoricide Undisturbed by 

the Accumulation of Evidence Against 
~ * Tetitate Articles im Hie Posscesion. 

Lonpon, March 21.—Dispatches from 
Melbourne state that Arthur Deeming, 
alias Williams, was examined again 
Saturday by the magistrate in Perth. 
He was self-possessed, but betrayed 
some uneasiness during the statement 
of the charges of murder against him. 
He was remanded without bail. 

In De®ming’s baggage have been 
found many mementoes of his last 
wife, including an autograph album, a 
memorandum of the addresses of her 
friends in England and a certificate of 
membership of the Band of Hope in 
Rain Iiil]. All these articles bear her 
name and Rain Iill address. Her 
prayer book and a time-table for the 
railway line between Liverpool and 
Rain Hill were also found among the 
baggage. 

Among Deeming’s own effects are a 
masonic apron and a pocket book, let- 
tered “B. F. D.” and an oxidized silver 
card case. 

The most important discovery of the 
police was a book in which was regis- 
tered the various names under which 
Deering has gone in the last twelve 
years. Among these names is ‘‘Mar- 
shall of New York.” This lst of 
names proves conclusively that Deem- 
ing, Williams and Lawson are the 
same man. Deeming remains cool and 
apparently undisturbed by the accumnu- 
lation of evidence against him, eats and 
sleeps well and chats and tells stories 
with his jailor. 





JUBILANT RUSSIANS. 


Enthusiasm Created at Libau by Ameri- 
ca’s Princely Gifts to the Suffering—The 
Indiana and Her People Lionized. 
LIBAv, March %£0.—The enthusiasm 

occasioned here by the receipt of the 
princely gift to the Russian famine suf- 
ferers, sent by Americans, shows no 
signs of abatement, though.the Indiana 
was discharged yesterday, and much of 
the cargo is now on its way to the 
famine-stricken provinces. The em- 
ployes in the arsenal here, to the num- 
ber of 2,000, chartered seven steamers 
and went out to where the Indiana is 
lying at anchor for the purpose of 
greeting Capt. Sargent. The steamers 
were decorated with flags and bunting, 
and when they reached the Indiana it 
seemed as though ordinary expressions 
would not suffice to give vent to the 
enthusiasm. Steam whistles shrieked 
and the people yelled and shouted and 
cheered for the captain, America and 
everything American. 





Death of a Most Remarkable Freak at 
Wharton, O. 

Upper Sanpusky, O., March 21.— 
There died Saturday night at: Wharton, 
in the western part of the county, one 
of the most remarkable famers, aged 
29 years. The child or young man, was 
the son of Austin Borden, and during all 
the years of its life was nothing more 
than a mere babe. It developed in no 
respect, and died in its cradle. 

It could neither talk, walk, nor 
recognize any one, and was as helplees 
when it reached manhood as the day it 
was born. Doctors were completely 
baffled and could do nothing, and for 
twenty-nine years its death has been

TRUST 1S DEAD. 


The Standard Oil Trust at a Meeting In 
New York City, Resolves Itself Out of 
Existence by a Vote of Over Two-Thirds 
of the Stock—Trustees Chosen to Wind 
Up Its Affairs. 


New York, March 22.—At a meeting 
of the holders of the Standard Oil 
Trust certificates, at the office of the 
trust in this city, yesterday morning, a 
resolution to terminate the agreement 
forming the trust was voted npon and 
adopted by a very large majority, over 
two-thirds of the certificates being 
voted in favor of thedissolution. More 
than 200 of the certificate-holders were 
present. John OD. Rockefeller was 
chosen chairman of the meeting and 
John D. Archbold, secretary. The fol- 
lowing officers of the trust were pres- 
ent: John D. Rockefeller, president; 
John D. Archbold, H. W., Rogers, W. 
Tilford, trustees, and 8. C. T. Dodd, 
attorney for the trust. Those absent 
were: Henry Flagler, secretary, who 
is at St. Augustine; Penj. Brewster, 
treasurer, who is in Egypt, and Wm. 
Rockefeller, trustee. 

After the call of the secretary was 
read the following resolutions were 
offered by S. F. T. Dodd: 

Resolved, That the agreement dated January 
20, 1882, commonly known asthe Standard Oil 
Trust agreement, and the supplement thereto, 
dated January 4, 1889, be, and they are hereby 
terminated this 21st day of March, i892. And, 
further, 

Resolved, That the affairs of the trust shall 
be wound up by John D. Rockefeller, M. H. 
Flogler, Wm. Rockefeller, John D. Archbold, 
Benj. Brewster, H. W. Rogers, O. B. Jo nnings 
and Wesley H. Tilford, and the survivor or 
survivors of them in the following manner: 
All property held by said trust, except stocks 
of corporations shall be sold by said trustees at 
private sale and the proceeds thereof, together 
with any money bolonging to the trust, shall be 
distributed to the owners of trust certificate ac- 
cording to their respective interests. All stocks 
of corporations held by said trustees shall be 
distributed to the owners of the trust certi- 
ficates in proportion to the respective equitable 
interests of said owners in the stocks so held in 
trust, as evidenced by the trust certificates; 
that is to say, that tho owner of said trust cer- 
tificate or certificates shall be entitled to de- 
liver such certificate or certificates for cancel- 
lation and to receive in liou thereof an assign- 
ment of as many shares or fractions of shares 
in each of the corporations whose stocks are 
beld in the said trust, as he is entitled to by 
virtue of said certificate or in the class, it be- 
ing the intent ani meaning of this resolution 
that the equitable interests in said stocks rep- 
resented by trust certificates, may thus 
on demand be converted into legal inter- 
ests represented by assignments and transfers 
of said stocks by said trustees to the parties en- 
titled thereto, which transfers and assignments 
may be entered on the books of the several cor- 
porations upon the demand of the holders of 
anch assignments, thereby merging or convert- 
ing equitable ownership into legal ownership m 
said stocks. All purchases, sales, exchanges 
and cancellations of stocks or agreements 
therefor, excepted or executory. made by the 
trustees during the existence of the trust, and 
all assents by said trustees as stockholders to 
purchases, sales, and exchanges or corporate 
property and to ths formation and winding up 
of corporations, and all other acts of the said 
trustees during the existence of the trust, are 
hereby ratified and confirmed. 

Resolved, That the trustees hereby appointed 
to wind up the trust have power to act by a 
majority of their number, to fill any vacancies 
in their number, and to sign all papers by ono 
of their number as attorneys-in-fact, and that 
they report from time to time to the parties in- 
terested in all transactions had or done by vir- 
tue of these resolutions. 

Resolved, That the power to vote upon any 
stocks then standing in the name of trustees 
shall cease at the end of four months from this 
date. 

Resolved, That personal notice of the adoption 
of these resolutions be given to all holders 
of trust certificates. 


In speaking in support of the above 
resolutions, Mr. Dodd said: ‘*Some- 
thing over ten years ago a few individ- 
uals owning stock in a number of cor- 
porations engaged in transporting and 
refining oil entered into an agreement 
by which their stocks were placed in 
the hands of trustees and certificates 
were issued by those trustees showing 
the amount of each owner's equitable 
interest in the stocks so held in trust. 
This was not donevin order to vest 





the voting power in the hands 
of a few persons, because’ the 
persons chosen as_ trustees then 


held, and always have held the voting 
power by virtue of their absolute own- 
ership of a majority of stock. It was 
not done to reduce com petition between 
the companies whose stock was placed 
in trust for non-competing companies, 
could not be so long as their stocks 
were owned by these few persons. It 
was not done to limit production or to 
increase’ prices, but, on the contrary, 
it was done to increase production, 
cheapen cost of manufacture and to 
lower prices, and it has been successfu* 
in the object far beyond the anticipa- 
tion ot those who originated the plan. 
It was called ‘‘trust” because it was a 
trust in the sense in which the word 
was then understood. It vested a 
fiduciary obligation in afew for the 
benefit of many, and the trustees thus 
created have faithfully observed the 
trust confided in them. 

“Other persons, however, found this 
trust plan a convenient one. and it is 
alleged that it has been adopted for 
purposes guite different from those 
which actuated the framers of this 
trust. Whether these allegations are 
true or false, it is true that a trust is 
now defined to be acorporation to sup- 
press competition, to reduce produc- 
tion and to increase prices.” 





File Your Claims, Gentlemen. 

OTTAWA, Ont., March 22.—The min- 
ister of marine has issued a notice to 
the effect that persons having claims 
for compensation by reason of expul- 
sion from Behring sea under the pro- 
visions of the modus vivendi during 
1891, must lodge them at the office of 
the collector of customs at Victoria, B. 
C., before April %, otherwise they will 
not be considered. It is believed that 
this is the result of an arrangement 
made by Canada with the imperia! gov- 
ernment, ; 





SOUTHERN GLEANIIIGS, 
Death of a Gallant Tar. 

Thomas L. Harrison, the hero on the 
confederate side in the battle of Mobile 
bay, died at Mobile, Ala., aged 51 years. 

He graduated at Annapolis, and at tho age of 
20 entered the confederate naval service. He 
was ordered to Mobile in 1852, and appointed 
executive officer on the gunboat Morgan. In 
the terrific battle in the spring of 1865, when 
Farragut forced an entrance into Mobile bay, 
the little vessel was soon driven under the shel- 
ter of the guns of ¥crt Morgan. The ram Ten- 
nessee and the gunboat Selma having been 
captured and the gunboat Gaines burned, 
the captain of the Morgan gave orders 
to abandon the ship, and set her on fire. 
Lieut. Harrison, however, reminding the crew 
that this was the only free vessel in the bay, 
and would be of incalculable value to the con- 
federacy if saved, asked the men te volunteer to 
run the boat up to Mobile. Every man steppod 
to the starboard. Thereupon Harrison request- 
ed the captain to step below. Tho captain de- 
clared the act one of mutiny, but Harrison said 
they would talk about that Iater. It was now 
night, and the Morgan, with full steam, ran 
right through tho federal fleet, the vessels open- 
ing firo upon her on either side. The Metacor- 
net and the Lackawanna put out in pursuit, 
and a running fight of twenty-three miles 
followed. Arriving off the upper forts the 
confederates, not trusting ths signals from the 
advancing vessel, opened fire upon her and had 
the gate through the obstructions closed. 
Under the double fire the gallant Heutenant 
put out in a small boat, hailed the nearost fort 
and got his friends to train the full force of 
their guns on the pursuing vessels, thus keep- 
ing them at bay. Before daylight the gate was 
lifted and the Morgan passed into Mobile river 
in safety. The vessel served a few weeks later 
with signal effects at the landing naval battlo 
at Blakely, Harrison, however, having in the 
meantime been given command of the gunboat 
Nashville. Since the war he engaged in bust- 
ness, and later has filled the post of United 
States commissioner.

Remarkable Archeological Find. 

A most remarkable archeological 
find has been made on Jolly’s island, 
at the mouth of the Hliwassee river, in 
Tennessee. 

Darmg the scemi-Rvcd and followius rocent 
heavy rains seven prehistoric statues were un- 
covered on land belonging to J. H. Rench, of 
Nashville. The figures in question show a well- 
developed knowledge of the art of sculpture in 
the mound-builders, or a race ante-dating 
them. The statues arein each case kneeling, 
and represent seven types of races. One is un- 
mistakably an Indian, another a negro,the others 
Mongolian or Asiatic, two male and five fe- 
male. The attitude and expression indicate de- 
votion to a pagan deity or the Great Spirit. It 
is thought that these remarkable specimens of 
antique art will be sent to the Smithsonian in 
stitution at Washington. 


The Mill Stone Burst. 

A fatal accident occurred at Mattox 
mills, in the southern part of Benton 
county, Teno. Aftee grinding up the 
grain in the mill the miller raised the 
stones to grind stock feed, and in a few 
moments after the machinery was put 
in operation the millstone burst into 
fragments, one portion striking a man 
by the name of Scott, killing him in- 
stantly. Another portion struck Frank 
Leslie on the head, and he is so badly 
injured the attending surgeon believes 
he will die. A third man was painfully 
hurt.

Willie Hester, the 3-year-old son of 
Wm. D. Hester, a Louisville & Nash- 
ville passenger conductor, was burned 
to death at Birmingham, Ala. The 
child attempted to get a hair brush 
from the mantel and his clothes ignit- 
ed. The screams atvakened the boy’s 
cousin, who was sick in bed in the 
room, but his efforts to save him were 
without avail. Both eyes were burned 
out.

Kepublicans Will Support the Frinciples 
of the Party. 

The political prophets have broken 
out again. One man predicts that the 
free-silver men will beat Mr. Cleveland 


if he is nominated: another that the | 


free traders will beat any other demo- 
erat if Mr. Cleveland is not nominat- 
ed. One man predicts that Mr. Blaine 
will have to be forced into the race or 
the republican party will be beaten; 
another, with as much confidence, pre- 
dicts that President Harrison will be 
nominated and elected. The prophets 


who deal with democratic prospects - 


have an unfair advantage. Where 
great principles are involved it is pos- 
sible to be quite certain what most 
American citizens will do. But be- 
tween the possible candidates on the 
republican side there is no such divis- 
ion or antagonism. All represent the 
principles of the republican party. 
There would not be the slightest chance 
for the nomination of any man who did 
not, nor would the voters of the party 
support such a man if nominated. 
Honest money, protection, reciprocity, 
honest elections—no candidate stands 
in the attitude of having a monopoly 
of either, nor is there any possible 
candidate who is opposed to either.. It 
may therefore be expected that the 
great body of republictn voters will 
support the principles of the party, 
whether one or another worthy man 
is selected to represent them as a can- 
didate. 

But the democratic party is in a dif- 
ferent case. There one sees not mere- 
ly a difference in personal preferences, 
but antagonism of conviction and in- 
terest. Its voters are not united re- 
garding the greatest questions of prin- 
ciples. Some of them detest protec- 
tion, while others, more or less indi- 
rectly and yet with effect, will strug- 
gle to maintain it. Some of them de- 
mand free coinage of silvcr, but others 
denounce it. The antagonism here 
goes to the very root of party action. 
The voters are divided about the fun- 
damental! purposes for which the party 
exists. Mr. Hill represents a great 
many demrocrats in his furious out- 
break against the money power and 
the monopolists, but he does not exact- 
ly represent Mr. Havemeyer of the 
sugar trust, nor Mr. Haggim vf the cop- 
per combination, nor the influential 
democratic millionaires of the standard 
oil interests, nor Senator Brice and 
others whose interests are in railroads. 
In fact, there is not one thing about 
which democrats are united, except a 
strong desire to beat the republican 
party and get the offices for democrats. 
Hence it is that antagonism exists in 
that party which goes far deeper than 
mere persenal preferences. At bottom 


the qnestion is whether the -party 
shall put the vast’ power of 
the executive into the hands of 
a secret friend or into the 


hands of an uncompromising foe of 
protection; whether it shall intrust the 
veto power toa friend or toa foe of free 
silver coinage. The men who are in 
earnest on either side care infinitely 
more about the results they seek thap 
about the personal instruments to be 
| selected, and they cannot agree with 
each other simply because they do not 
want the same results. To the man 
who cares for free silver, and considers 
that the chief end of democratic exist- 
ence and effort. there is no sense in 
having a democratic party if it is not 
to forward that end, and no sense in 
electing a democratic president if he 
cannot be expected to sign a free-coin- 
age bill. So in regard to other issues; 
the men who are in earnest about 
them have come to the conclusion that 
it is just as well not to have a party at 
all, if they cannot have one which will 
in earnest seek to carry out the ob- 
jects for which the party is supported. 

It does not look at present as if the 
democrats would be able to get to- 
gether in harmony, as usual, and to 
put aside purposes and principles, in- 
dividual convictions and interests, as 





they have done so often, for the sake 
of party success. It looks as if there 
would be dissatisfied malcontents, dis- 
| gusted and angry men by the thou- 
sand, no matter which of two paths 
the party chooses to take.—N. Y. 
| Tribune.
